Since 5 o'clock this 
morning crowds of people have been flock- 
ing to the Palais de Industrie where many 
bodies and a large number cf the Injured 
were taken. Tho search for the dead 
continues in the ruins. 
Quantities of 


coins watches, rings,necklaces and brace- 
lets havo been picked up in the debria 
At .S o'clock another blackened arj<2 un- 
rrcognlrable body waa recovered. 
The 


nsne during the night was remarkable. 
A long line of infantry was drawn in cor- 
don around the dreadful spot. Bonfires, 
torches, eleetrto and gas jets used to illu- 
minate (he scene, reflected upon the bayo- 
nets and accouterments of the soldiers and 
threw a ghastly light upon the houses in 
the vicinity, the windows of whlobjwere 
crowded most of the night with people 
watching the work of horror. Every 
now and then hearses would be called 
from the black mass that but so recently 
meant joyous humanity, tenderly lifted 
into it, and taken to temporary morgue". 
Frequently a dozen hearses gathered In 
the court yard of the Palais de Industrie. 
On temporary morgues and opposite the 
entrance scores of coffins were ranged 
waiting to receive the bodies of victims.

Insurgents Capture 
a Spanish

They Use Machetes with Deadly Effect 


—Story of Numerous Bloody 


Engagements on the 


Island. 


Key West, Fla., May 5.—Following up 


tbe great victory in Santiago de Cuba al 
ready reported, General Babl, after leav- 
ing 
Bayoma, moved toward Jiguanl. 


There be was met by a Spanish force of 
1600, who had been hastily summoned to 
oppose bis onward progress. General 
Babl moved tha forces to an advantageous 
position on some high hills, IB such a 
way as to leave only a narrow approach 
between two mounds by which to reach 
them. These be commanded with dyna- 
mite guns and two rapid-firing Hotobklss 
cannons. 


The Spaniards moved on to tbe attack 


early in tbe morning. They were unn 
ware of the presence of the dynamite 
guns, and the first intimation they re- 
ceived was a light hissing in the air, fol- 
lowed by a tremendous explosion in tbe 
middle of tbe advancing column, blowing 
eight or ten men to pieces. Another ex- 
plosion followed with tbe same destruc- 
iive effect, and as the troops got a little 
nearer tbe rapid-fire guns began their 
work. 
No troops could stand such a 


deadly volley, and tbe Spaniards Sed in 
wild dismay, notwithstanding the desper- 
ate attempts of their officers to restrain 
them. 


Retreating about a mile a new order of 


lattie was formed, and the Spaniards 
attain advanced. General Babi bad only 
about 600 men, bat be disposed of them 
io sncb advantage as to command the en- 
ilre approach. The Spaniards divided 
.heir forces into three columns, and sim- 
ultaneously attacked Babi on the front 
and two flanks. The Cubans' rapid-fire 
guns were moved to tbe flanks to oppose 
tbe advancing columns, while the dyna- 
mite piece was left in the center, 
Its 


deadly execution soon checked tbe ad- 
vance of the Spaniards in tbat direction, 
as the men would not faro it. 
The fight 


of th« right and left ranks was especially 
severe and hot. The Spaniards, animat- 
ed by their officers, dashed forward with a 
rare bravery, but the rapid-fire guns 
mowed them down with such deadly pre- 
cision tbat no human effort could stand 
before them. ,-Tvrloe they broke, and were 
rallied by their officers, but tbe last time 
the Cubans broke cover after delivering 
a withering flre, and cbuged upon them 
with a fierceness seldom seen. Tbe Span- 
ards retreated in dismay, leaving hun- 
dreds of arras on the ground. Babi's 
force pursued them to Jiguani, where 
theyjwere re-enforced by 2000 Spaniards, 
jut with the re-enforcement they did not 
dare attack the Cubans, and remained 
shut up in their entrenchments there 
without offering battle. 


A number of stores on tbe outskirts 


were looted by the victorious Cubans, 
evec within a quarter of a mile of the 
Spanish forte, without molestation. It is 
reported also tbat a larger force from Gar- 
cia's army bad joined Babl and that a de- 
termined effort will be made to capture 
Jiguani. 


Letters from Plnar del Bio from Gen- 


eral Ducasse, commanding officer, report 
several victories In the past three weeks, 
all of them attended with heavy logs to 
tbe^Spanlards. At Plnar del Bio City a 
part of Duoasso's force, consisting of 800 
men, with 100 Texas oowboys, defeated 
over 1300 Spaniards after a hard day's 
flght, forcing them to retreat to their 
forts, with a loas of nearly SOO. 
Tbe Cn 


bang captured one small field piece and a 
large number of horses. 


Near Pbalacloa tbe Spanish attaaked 


one of Dncane's detachments, there being 
about 800 on each side, and after a fight 
of four or five hours were forced to re- 
treat, losing ninety odd men, among 
them two capta'.ps and four lieutenants. 
The Cubans lost thirty men and a captain 
and one or two officers. 


At a fight near the estate of Canninla, 


In tbe central part of tbe same province, 
a detachment of 400 Cohans surprised a 
larger detachment of Spaniards, who were 
engaged in foraging, and nearly out them 
to pieces. 


Hottest Fight of Ihe War. 


General Dacaese. in commend of one 


detachment, had an encounter with a 
large Spanish force on the 19th, which is 
reported as bejng one of tbe bottest^fibts 
of J^pb. .,£&£ Spanish army moving 
'along tbe military rWh neafgan Cristobal 
was ambushed by General Ducasse's force. 
Although surprised, tba Spaniards made 


a gallant stand and fought bravely. 'Ihe 
Cubans were concealed In tbe outlying 
woods along ohe load, and poured a most 
destructive fire upon tbe Spanish troops, 
who were in a position where they could 
not well cover themselves. The Spanish 
force was in such a fix tbat but for tbe 
timely re-enforcement of a larga squadron 
of cavalry from San Cristobal they would 
have been cut to pieces. As it was, they 
were glad to escape when the re-enforce 
ments oame rapidly along, leaving 125 
killed and wounded on the ground. 


A band of guerillas under Martinez 


was surprised by Cubans under Colonel 
Carilo, at Cocoabilllas, Matanzas prov- 
ince, last week, and were cnt down to a 
man. Tbe guerillas had raided a camp 
of paclfloos near tbe place, capturing thir- 
teen women and tw enty-one men. These 
they were engaged in abusing and tortur- 
ing, when the Cubans came upon them. 
The paclficos had been stripped naked, both 
men and women, and tied to trees, and 
tbe guerrillas were using the men as hu- 
man marks for thelrj rifle practice and 
abusing the women. 


Women Fight Like Demons. 


The Cubans dashed forward, enraged 


at tbe sight before them, and fought more 
like demons than men. 
During tbe me 


lee tbe ropes that bound tbe women and 
men were our, and they were given ma- 
chettes. It is said tbat tbe women were 
so enraged by their wrongs tbat they seiz- 
ed tbe weapons from tbe soldiers and 
plunged Into the midst of the fight, hack- 
ing at the Spanish guerillas with the ut- 
most fierceness, most of them being nude. 
Tbe guerrillas were killed to a man, 110 
altogether. The half-crazed women, after 
the battle was over, singled out their per- 
secutors and went around mutilating 
iheir corpses as a part of the revenge for 
their mistreatment. 
Tbe scene was a 


borrlble one. as the report §ayp. The 
bodies were left on the ground by the Cu- 
bans. 


At Colon, a small town in Pinar del 


:tio, on the southern seacoast, Spanish 
guerrillas surprised a small trading post 
on tbe 20th. Tbe insurgents were strip- 
)od and bound, and, after being shot at, 
many of them being terribly wonnded, 
were thrown into a large lake near by. A 
small band of paclficos living near by 
were afterward raided by some guerrll- 
as, who accused them of trading with tbe 
nbans. This was denied, and tbe pacl- 
loos produced their papers, showing they 
lad permission to remain there and cul- 
tivate their farms. This the guerrillas 
disregarded, and, lining them up, shot 
them down in cold blood. 


Another fight occurred in tbe hills of 


21 Ferditorlal, Matanzne province, last 
week, in which the Spanish column, com- 
manded By Jose Lacret, was almost annl- 
lilated. Tbe fight lasted over half a 
day, when the Spanish retreated, having 
ost half their force. 


Tbe town of Madeuga was raided last 


week by a detachment under Col. Her- 
nandez for the purpose of rescuing some 
Cuban prisoners. After driving out the 
Spanish garrison of 30U men, who scarce- 
y fired a shot, the jail was broken open 
and tbe prisoners rescued, some forty live 
n number. Among them were eighteen 
women of Cuban birth, who had been 
well-to do and brought up In luxury. 
Eleven of them bad been imprisoned In a 
3Hby cell for over ten montbs without 
even the form of u trial. Their food con- 
sisted of only one meal a day, and the 
poor women were so weak when released 
tbat they had to be carried from their 
cells 
When brought out into the open 


air they were In a shabby state, their 
clothing being in rags. They fainted on 
being exposed to tbe open air, and mont 
of them are in a very precarious state. 


Among tbo male prisoners were Eonie 


who bad been imprisoned nearly two 
years. One old man had been confined 
with three others in a little narrow oeli 
for twenty-seven months, bis hair and 
beard bad grown to an enormous length 
and for want of exorcise his limbs were 
almost paralyzed. His only offense, it 
was found ont afterward, was tbat a 
marching band of Cuban soldiers had at 
one time stopped at bis bouse and the sol- 
diers helped themselves to water from his 
cistern. Nearly all tbe other prisoners 
had equally horrible tales to relate.

Washington, May 5.—(irom our regu- 


lar correspondent.)—There are few people 
around Washington who do nor, believe 
tbat the annexation of Hawaii is one of 
the certainties of tbe near future. Whe 
ther the recently reported attitude of Jap- 
an towards Hawaii will result in hasten- 
ing annexation Is yet to be determined. 
An official speaking of tbe matter said: 
"This government Is not alarmed or an- 
noyed by the reports of Japanese restless- 
ness and loud war talk. 
That nation has 


not recovered from its victory over China 
yet, and It feeln as if it owns the world. 
A little bluster will do no harm to any 


one, 
but you may rest assured that the 


Japanese will do nothing more than blus- 
ter. 
After tbe tariff bill bas been dls 


paced of, tbe senate may have an oppor- 
tunity to act upon a treaty prevlding for 
tbe annexation of Hawaii. Meanwhile 
you may be sure that the United States 
navy will back [Hawaii In enforcing its 
Immigration laws, against the Japanese 
or any other nationality."

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THE CUBAN DOLLAR. 


One Million Dollars' Worth of Silver 


to Be Coined by the Junta. 


Be About the Slie of an Amer- 


ican Dollar and Will Bear Seal 


of tbe Cuban Re- 


public. 


The Cuban dollar n ill be on the street 


within, a, few days, says the New York 
Journal. It will be a fcilver coin of the 
exact size of the Spanish coin known ai 
five pesetas. One million-dollars' worth 
of bullion is to be converted into the 
coin, which, even if it is no more than 
a souvenier of the Cuban struggle, will 
still be worth its weight The Cuban 
junta indorses the circulation of silver 
coin bearing the stamp of thu provincial 
government. 


The money to buy this bullion and to 


defray the mechanical expenses of the 
issue is said to have been raised mainly 
through the erertion of A. J. Cobert. a 
broker of the American Surety building. 
He professed ignorance as to the iden- 
tity of his principals. 


At the office of A. Krauss further in- 


formation was obtained. "Men uitli 
money have been figuring on this thing 
lor a long time," said he. *'The junta 
is behind ufc. We start in with $1,«'K>,- 
000 worth of five pesetas. This coin is 
about the size of the American dollar 
and resembles it much.

Samuel Woiford,of Central America. Gives 


a Few Interesting Poluu. 


Mr. Samuel Wolford of Guatemala,Cen- 


tral America, is visiting bis sister, Mrs. 
Jennie Montgomery of 1136 North Union 
street. He left Illinois about fifteen years 
ago, and has lived In Central America for 
the last ten years. 
The greater part of 


the time be bas been engaged in tbe min- 
ing industry, bat recently sold his inter- 
est in the mining business. In an Inter- 
view with a Republican reporter be stated 
that last fall, prior ;to our presidential 
election thousands of sols (the Guatema- 
lan dollars) bad been boxed, and ready to 
ship to tbe United States. With exchange 
it takes $3.36 of their money to buy one 
United States silver dollar. 
Had Mr. 


Bryan succeeded this silver would have 
bean shipped into the United States for 
which they would have received United 
States silver dol'are, thereby doubling 
their money and consequently enrkhlrg 
that country at the expense of the United 
States. They looked upon it as a business 
matter, and ware ready to take advantage 
of It. Ihe common native laborer re- 
ceives^from 75c to $1.50 per day (Guate- 
malan money.) The mere skillful na- 
tives get $1.75 to $2 BO per day. Chewing 
tobacco (such as the atar brand) is worth 
$4 per pound, chickens, $1 to $1.60 each, a 
hat from $4 to |fi which can be bought 
htre for 50 cents, and all other clothing 
furniture and necessaries in proportion. 
There is one redeeming feature there, the 
climate is warm and pleasant, and a per- 
son does not want as much clothing as is 
necessary to make one comfortable here. 
The president of Guatemala, 
flurrias, 


was educated at West Point and married 
an American, woman. He bag been de- 
veloping the country by building rail- 
•oade, and is well liked by hie people. 
There are a great many people from tho 
United States living in Guatemala. 
The 


Central American people have a higher 
regaid for the United States government 
than any other and on tbe fourth of July 
the United States people celebrate and 
have a great day.

The Alien Land Law. 


The Chicago Tribune: Ten years ago 


the legislature passed a law to prohibit 
the holding of real estate by aliens. It 
was moved to do this by the fact that a 
non-retldent Irishman 
named Scully 


owned large tracts of land in'Central 111.- 
nola and oppressed bia tenants as much as 
any rack-renting Irish landlord ever did. 
The wen who voted for the law of 1887 
bad an idea that It would prevent the cre- 
ation of more Scully estates in Illinois 
and that it might force Scully to dispose 
of bis holdings. 


It is rot likely that there would have 


been any more such estates under any cir- 
cumstances, [or there are no more cheap 
lands to be bought in great blocks. 
But 


the law certainly falM to make Scully 
•ell bis real estate. He has kept on 
•qneezlng out of bis tenants every cent he 
can and refusing to make any improve- 
ments. 


But the law has bad an effect which its 


trainers never dreamed of. It has cloud- 
ed titles to land, especially in this county. 
It has worked great injustice to many in- 
nocent people, and unless repealed may 
deprive thousands of property which they 
have bought and paid for. 


Foreigners have settled in this state in- 


tending to make it their home. They 
have bought lots and built houses. They 
have done so without complying with the 
requirements of a law of which they knew 
nothing. That Is, they did not take out 
their first papers and file them along with 
their deed. The conetqnence ie that they 
oannot give any one a good title, and if 
the law were enforced their property 
would be forfeited to the state. 


Countless lots have been bought and 


•old by aliens who have not complied with 
the law. Sflctly speaking their grantees 
have DO good title. The heirs of aliens, 
even when those heirs are citizens, may 
be deprived by this law of property which 
they ought to have. 


The longer the law remains on the stat- 


ute books the greater the injury it will 
cause. The title to still more property 
will be clouded. The wisest thing the 
legislature can do is to pass without delay 
a bill now before it which amends the 
present law so as to allow aliens to ac- 
quire title to real estate by descent or pur- 
chase, but requires , them to become citi- 
zens within six years. The bill also 
clears away the clouds on titles due to 
failures to comply with the present law. 
If this proposed change is made no alien 
landlord system can grow up, but aliens 
who intend to become citizens can safely 
buy and improve property.

health of Massachusetts reports that for 
the first time in the history of the state 
the mortality among women from pul- 
monary diseases IB lets than among men.

BICYCLE MUDGUARD. 


A Simple Vet IVrpletlnK Problem 


Solved at Luat. 


A proof of how easily inventors may 


wander away from the straight path is 
seen iu the evolution of the bicycle 
mudguaird. Manufacturers have fo> 
jears been endeavoring to find a way oi 
disposing of the mud 
after 
it 
was* 


thrown from the wheel. The idea of 
taking the mud off the \\heel seeint 
ne\er to have struck them. This is wha' 
an inventor has now done, and the prob- 
lem on which so much gray matter ha1- 
been expended is sohed. uith a sim- 
plicity especially mortifying to those 
whom it has so long baifled. The ne« 
guard consists of a sheet metal plat* 
carrying a thin rubber strip, which 
brushea the mud off the tire, and pre- 
vents it from flying on the clothing ot 
the rider. 
The guard is held in posi 


tion by V-shaped carriers of wire, 
which, straddle the wheels being se- 
cured to the forks of the bicycle. Tbe 
guard plate has a spring tension fitted 
upon the carrier, and the brush can bt 
thrown on or off the tire by touching 
the plate with the foot. The brush, 
which is renewable, is about one-six- 
teenth of an inch thick, and when in 
use it bean-s upon the tire so lighth 
that the friction is inappreciable. It 
l^eeps the mud from both the rider and 
me wheel.

Mr. 1'dison is said to be devoting a 


share of his inventive genius to the bi 
cycle, with the idea of devising some 
strength-saving appliance thereto. He 
is reported to be confident that he can 
find a successful means for storing the 
power created by descending hills for 
late-r use on the level or in the up-grade 
work. lie believes that nature's force 
found in gravity alone offers hope for 
supplementing the powersof the cyclist 
in any practical way. Storage battery 
systems and others involving the use ot 
motors have a great future for three or 
four-wheeled vehicles, says Mr. Edison, 
but will never be made practical for the 
single-track two-wheelers. 
He there- 


fore thinks that the inventor's oppor- 
tunity for usefulness in this direction 
is limited to methods for taking advan- 
tage of the force of gravity.

Myriads of the Pest Killing Off 


Live Stock in Texas. 


Worry the Animal* Until Exhausted 


and Then Swarm Into Their 


.NaitrllB, Causing Death 


by Suffocation. 


Kecc-nt overflows in Tarious places 


of East Texas have given ris>e to swarms 
of buffalo gnats, which are causing 
havoc among1 stock. Horses and mules 
have been killed by the hundred, and 
just at this time, when the farmers 
need every available work animal, the 
blow falls with redoubled force. At 
Big Sandy, Upshur county, 50 head are 
reported dead already, and the cool 
ueather causes fears that cows and 
hogs will also be attacked in a short 
time. The stock continues to suffer, 
and reports come in every day of fur- 
ther losses. 


Weymar, Colorado county, reports 50 


head dead in three days, but the weat/her 
is turning warmer, which will kill the 
pests. One hundred and fifty horses 
have died iu Smith county within a ra- 
dius of ten miles of that town. Reports 
from adjacent counties indicate great 
loss from the pest. 
At Gladewater, 


Gregg county, 193 head had died, and 
the farmers were working hard to save 
the few remaining ones. In Cherokee 
county 44 head died in two days about 
Alto, and reports from other parts oi 
the county show as great losses, the 
looses already reported being In excess 
of 150. A Queen City (Cass county) re- 
port says that from aseetion of 12 miles 
about that place reports have come of 
over 100 head dying, and they are still 
dying in great numbers. As the car- 
casses lying in the woods cannot be 
accounted for for some time, and as 
only a comparatively few points have 
been heard from, the loss may be very 
heavy. 
'

not in the number they have this year. 
They bite'the animals all over, worry- 
ing them and preventing eating or 
drinking, keep them on the move 
all the time until they drop from 
sheer 
exhaustion, when the gnats 


quickly end them by attacking the 
vital parts, and especially-the deli- 
cate membrane of the nostrils, crowd- 
ing in in such numbers as to cause suf- 
focation in a short time.

Price of Aluminium to Fall to About 


Twenty-Seven Ceu(n Per Pound. 
The fact has" been recogm/ed among 


metal -workers that the sole obstacle 
to the wide use of aluminium was its 
high cost as compared with other use- 
ful metals. Therefore it will be good 
news to learn through United States 
Consul Germann at Zurich that in a 
short time, probably within a year, 
the price of this metal will fall to about 
27 cents per pound, so that but three 
commercial inetals will be cheaper than 
aluminium—namely: 
Iron, lead and 


zinc. The consul bases this statement 
upon the figures he has collected show- 
ing the production of aluminium and 
the prospective increase of the plants. 
Last year the output was 14,740 pounds 
daily, of which 4,198 pounds daily were 
produced in the United States. This year 
the plants will be increased to bring 
the daily product up to 42,460 pounds.
